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St. Mary’s Church. Wareham, is one of the three re¬ 
maining churches wnich now exist of the original famous 
eight churches of Wareham. It is a building of consider¬ 
able antiquity, containing some interesting monuments and 
a curious hexagonal lead font dating from the 12th century. 
It was in this church that the body of Edward the Martyr 
was interred after his murder at Corfe Castle. His remains 
were afterwards transferred to Shaftesbury. 
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
